Provide 
them with draw-cord equipment and draperies will furnish complete 
seclusion from the outside whenever desired. 

The treatment that French doors receive should depend upon their 
location. Between such rooms as the living room and the dining room, 
where there is no need for shutting out the view from either, no curtains 
or draperies are necessary. When one room is a bedroom, there should be 
curtains sufficiently heavy to assure privacy. In such a case draperies are 
usually omitted. If the door opens onto a porch, terrace, or directly out 
dcors, both glass curtains and draperies are advisable, following the 
windows of the room for the style of draping used. 

Formerly, door curtains ordinarily were shirred top and bottom. The 
more popular style today is to have curtains hooked to an invisible rod 
at the top only. Draperies may be hung from decorative or inconspic- 
uous hardware. 

Kirsch offers all the necessary hardware for artistic door treatments. 
Take your door draping problem to your Kirsch dealer. Whether you 
have a single or double door, whether top is straight or arched, whether 
there are windows at the sides or above — he can advise you about the 
hardware needed.

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Style Trends In Draperies and T>rapery Hardware 




JJRING the past few years, there has been 
a very distinct movement toward real 
beauty in the home. People in all 
walks of life have become more and 
r more conscious of what constitutes real 
beauty and more and more able to dis- 
tinguish between right and wrong in interior 
decorating. Evidence of the rapidly in- 
creasing interest in this fascinating study 
is the continually growing enrollment 
in schools teaching this subject, as 
well as in extension courses of various 
universities. 

This is the fifteenth annual edition 
of The Kirsch Book, and each year 
necessitates a larger printing. To 
date, over three million copies have 
been distributed to home owners 
and home decorators all over the 
world, and The Kirsch Book has 
come to be recognized by teachers 
as a text book on draperies and drap- 
ery hardware. This in itself shows 
that women are vitally interested in 
the appearance of their homes and 
especially their windows. 

Windows and doors are the most important 
features of a room from the standpoint of 
decorating, because they are the most prominent. 
If a piece of furniture is old, unattractive, or out of 
harmony with the rest of the room, it can be placed 
in a corner or removed entirely. Not so with the 
windows. You can't hide a window in a dark corner. 
And because windows really set the "tempo" or 
style of the room, they deserve careful attention 
to detail. 

If one word- could adequately express today's 
styles, it would be — simplicity. The Victorian era 
of "muchness" is happily past — gone are the huge 
rooms with their fifteen foot ceilings and massive 
windows heavily draped with stuffy materials. 
Today, we recognize the value of fresh air and sun- 
light and we build and decorate our houses accord- 
ingly. 

In the well designed house being built today, 
we find that windows are usually in "series", that 




is there are several of them in a group. This is done 
because in the average home the rooms are not 
very large and the ceilings are fairly low. The 
first rule to follow is — eliminate the valance and 
the lambrequin. When hardware was unsightly 
(as in the case of the old fashioned round brass 
rods) there was real use for this type of draping. 
But with the beautiful and distinctive 
creations in drapery hardware — gay and 
dignified wood poles, richly colored 
Atavio work (cast aluminum), hand 
hammered wrought iron, Kirsch draw 
cord equipment with its entire 
mechanism concealed within the 
beautiful bronzed rod, extension 
rods available in dainty old ivory 
and rich statuary bronze finishes 
at no additional cost — there is open 
to you a wealth of choices for your 
windows and doors. With this new 
hardware, your rooms appear larger, 
your ceilings seem higher, and there is 
Bar a general atmosphere of airiness and 
Y comfort throughout the entire house. 

Along with the mode for simplicity in 
draping, has come the general demand for 
draw cord equipment that is handsome, durable, and 
efficient. Now, with the Kirsch Perfected Draw 
Cord Equipment, you can have all the advantages of 
draw curtains together with hardware that is deco- 
rative. All the mechanism — cords, pulleys, slides, 
etc. — are entirely concealed inside the flat rod. Then 
too this equipment is available on wood poles and 
Atavio work. With the latter, draw curtains may be 
hung on the same rod with the ornaments. 

In the following pages you will find many sug- 
gestions for draping practically every type of win- 
dow. These illustrations are authentic and entirely 
in keeping with the modern trends in draping. Take 
this book with you when you go shopping for drap- 
eries or hardware. Pick out the windows that look 
like yours and show them to the clerk in your fav- 
orite store. In this way The Ktrsch Book will help 
you to have rooms whose windows and doors are

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To "Be Tour Own "Decorat 

FEW people are born with a "color sense". For- 
tunately for those who haven't such a gift, there 
is the color-wheel. (Illustrated at the right.) It 
simplifies learning the relationship of colors and 
makes clear how to join them most effectively. 

The colors of the color-wheel can be separated into 
Primaries, Secondaries, and Intermediaries. The 
primaries are red, yellow, and blue. Secondary colors 
are made by mixing two primaries. Orange, green, 
and violet are secondaries. (Orange is made by mix- 
ing red and yellow, green is made by mixing yellow 
and blue, and violet is made by mixing blue and red.) 
There are six intermediaries. They are made by mix- 
ing a primary with a secondary in the combinations 
that their names imply. Red-orange is an example. 
The color-wheel is so arranged that every color gradu- 
ally leads to the next in true spectrum style. Then, 
there are shades and tints — a "shade" of a color is 
obtained by adding black, while a "tint" is procured 
by the addition of white to the original color. 

The real secret of color harmony lies in the knowl- 
edge of "complements." Let's take an example: 
green is made of equal parts of yellow and blue. The 
only primary color not included is red; therefore, the 
complement of green is red. When they are used 
together all the primaries are included; the entire 
color range is covered, and complete harmony results ! 
To use the color-wheel, draw a line through its 
center and those colors which are directly opposite 
one another will prove to be complements.

The Color Wheel 

Every room, to be harmonious, must employ the 
law of complements. If you want a quiet, peaceful 
atmosphere, plan a related color scheme. Select the 
dominant hue and with it join the two colors that 
occur on each side of it on the color-wheel. Then for 
complete harmony, add a touch of the complement of 
the predominating color, for effective accent. With a 
moss green rug, walls of buff yellow and shimmering 
draperies of soft yellow-green, a guest room could 
be made delightfully interesting if a touch of red- 
violet were added in a delicate shade — perhaps in a 
lamp, the drapery hardware, or a boudoir chair. 
If you would have a room that is intensely alive, 
use harmony of contrast, where complements are used 
in almost equal amounts. A gay breakfast nook, 
with blue-painted table and chairs, might have 
orange draperies at the windows. 

With the new decorative drapery hardware and 
wood poles that are now so much in vogue, the 
windows of every room can be harmonies in them- 
selves. If your living room windows are draped in a 
warm mulberry damask, wouldn't a touch of dull 
green in the Atavio hardware set them off beauti- 
fully? Or in the sunroom, cretonne draperies with 
great red-orange blossoms will be more intriguing if 
the wood rings that hold them in place display a bit 
of peacock blue (blue-green). It is merely applying 
the simple principle of complements that solves 
such decorating problems for you. 

Enlist the aid of the color-wheel and test the har- 
mony in your rooms. If they have seemed drab and 
monotonous or noisy and irritating, no doubt you can 
now point out their faults and easily correct them. 
Perhaps just a subtle addition of the missing com- 
plementary color will set the entire room aright. 
There is an almost unlimited color range among

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Wi arm and Cool Effects Can be Created with Colors 



HARMONY is the most important consideration 
in smartly color-furnishing your home, but 
there are other influences that should be kept in 
mind, too. For instance, there are warm and cool 
colors. Rooms that receive little sunshine, — 
usually those on the north and east — should employ 
warm colors in the decorative scheme. Shades of 
red, orange and yellow are rich in warmth. Rooms 
on the south and west generally receive an abun- 
dance of natural light and will be more comfortable if 
decorated in cool colors, — blues, grays, and greens. 
Lavender and violet are usually cool colors unless 
they contain more than half red. In that case they 
enter the warm classification. 

From your knowledge of the color-wheel (see the 
opposite page) you know that rooms furnished in 
cool colors become more distinctive if a touch of a 
warm shade is introduced with care; and a room 
color-harmonized for warmth should contain a bit 
of blue or green for accent. Warm colors tend to 
diminish the size of the room, cool colors seem to 
enlarge it. 

Consider zJWood and Value 
in Colors 

Colors possess not only the properties of warmth 
or coolness — they have moods as well. There are 
happy, joyous colors, those that are bright and 
vividly alive. There are quiet, restful shades — 
pastel tints that are soft and delicate. There are 
colors which have been given reserve and dignity by 
a touch of black added to the original shade. Rich- 
ness is portrayed by deep, glowing tones; there is 
glamor in warm colors in their full strength. Almost 
every color is more pleasing for decorative purposes 
if either a bit of black or white is added to the ori- 
ginal color found in the color-wheel. Consider the use 
cf the room you are decorating, and the feeling you 
would like it to have, before choosing a color scheme. 

Color has another property — value. It is value 
that greatly influences color moods. Too, color value 
must be considered in creating the balance of a room. 
A touch of strong color balances a great deal of soft 
color. Therefore the large areas of the room should 
employ the softer and less conspicuous shades with 
vivid hues present in comparatively small amounts 
— in lamps, sofa cushions, or in the drapery hardware 
or even in small pieces of furniture. 

If a strong shade and a soft shade are placed side 
by side in equal amounts, the effect is never harmo- 
nious. The strong shade becomes gaudy, the soft 
shade dull and uninteresting. 

It has been said that "Color IS Beauty !" Create 
rooms of distinction by using it wisely. In the com- 
binations illustrated at the right you will find that 
harmony, mood, and value have all been considered. 
They may aid you in planning your color schemes.

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Successful Window T>r aping Treatments Involve 
the Knowledge of "J^ine" 



DRAPING treatments give the home decorator 
splendid opportunity for changing the general 
appearance of a room. Sometimes ceilings are too 
high or too low; frequently windows are too wide or 
too narrow. There are many ways to alter these 
undesirable proportions. 

When the eye travels back and forth over an 
unbroken straight line, that line appears longer than 
it really is. Whether the line is vertical or horizontal, 
this delusion holds true. Just this simple principle 
applied to window treatment can greatly change 
the appearance of a room. 

Draperies that hang in long, straight folds to the 
floor will make the windows appear narrower and the 
ceiling higher. To strengthen this effect, do not use 
valances. Decorative KirschKraft Atavio or 
Wrought Iron sets have rods so slender that they do 
not detract from the vertical lines of the draperies. ^ 
Long windows seem shorter and ceilings lower if 
draperies are tied back high and full. Let them reach 
just to the bottom of the window aprons. For these, 
you might use quite effectively Kirsch decorative 
Wood Poles with wood tie-backs or hold-backs to 
match. 

If you have a series of three or four windows, their 
lines, perhaps, will be improved if you treat them in 
the ways suggested on page 9. 

Enlist the <^[id of "Design 

The design of your drapery fabric has its influence 
too. Of course, you know that vertical stripes 
will cause your windows to appear higher. It is also 
true that checks and large figures will make them 
look shorter. An abundance of figures in the decora- 
tion of a room will make it seem smaller — too much 
will create confusion and restlessness. On the other

hand, rooms that employ plain, unfigured color 
appear larger but often seem bare and uninteresting. 
Success lies in ability to join both factors to suit the 
proportions and shape of your rooms. If the draperies 
are figured, either the walls or rug should be plain. 
The walls may have a striped effect if the rug is

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Questions on zjfrCaking and Hanging Draperies ^Answered 




1. Should material be split in making side draperies ? 
Ans. Do not split 36-inch material and hope to 

save by skimping. Thirty-six inches is the 
ideal width for draperies. Material SO to 54 
inches wide should be used in full width at extra 
wide windows. This same material may be 
split for very narrow windows. 

2. What is the correct length for glass curtains? 

Ans. Glass or inner 
curtains should 
reach just to the 
window sill or 
slightly below. 

. What is the correct 
length for draperies ? 
Ans. Draperies 
should hang to 
within one inch of 
the floor, or stop at 
the lower edge of 
the window apron. 

4. Should curtains and draperies be hemmed on the 

machine or by hand? 
Ans. Hems put in by hand are far neater and less 
conspicuous. 

5. Should window shades, when used, be on the 

inside or outside of the casing? 
Ans. Shades on the inside of the casing causeless 
interference with the curtains and draperies, 
and allow them to be hung more closely to the 
windows. 

6. What is the newest way of decorating windows? 
Ans. Decorative Wood Poles, Atavio Work, and 

Hand Wrought Iron rods and ornaments are in 
high favor, far surpassing valances, and lam- 
brequins in popularity. This is due to the new 
appreciation of light and air in the home, and 
to the fact that simple draping treatments (not 
heavy massive effects) are in vogue. Shallow 
shirred valances are still popular in bedrooms, 
but even here Wood Poles and ornamental 
sets finished in delicate tints are gaining in 
favor. 

7. If valances are used, how deep should they be? 
Ans. The finished depth of the valance should be 

determined by the height of the window. They 
vary from 8 inches for low windows to 12 
inches for high ones. 

8. (a) How full should ruffles be cut for ruffled 

curtains? >(b) How wide? 
Ans. Cut ruffle material one and one-half times 
as long as the combined width and length of 
the curtain, (b) Ruffles should be 3 to 4 inches 
wide when finished. Allow l /o inch for seam 
and hem or picot edge. 

9. When should draperies be lined? 

Ans. Lining is no longer considered essential ex- 
cept where overdraperies must be opaque for 
privacy when window shades are not used. 





10. How deep should headings be ? 
Ans. The correct depth for 
headings is about one and a 
half inches when the rod is not 
to be covered. However, they 
may be as deep as four inches 
if the ceiling is high and the 
drapery material is stiff enough 
to stand erect. Headings of 
three or four inches will cover 
the rod. (Of course, we are 
considering headings of cur- 
tains or draperies that are 
hung with hooks.) Shirred 

headings should extend one inch above the rod. 

11. Is it ever permissible to hang draperies and cur- 

tains inside the window casing? 
Ans. — Glass curtains are hung inside the casing on 
recessed windows and where shades are either 
inside the casing or not used. Overdraperies 
are usually hung outside the casing except 
where beautiful woodwork should not be 
covered. 

12. May draperies and glass curtains be hung from 

the same rod ? 
Ans. This is not good draping practice. 

13. Is it possible to attach brackets to a steel sash 

or to plaster? 
Ans. Yes. But both require the hand of an ex- 
perienced workman. If you have such work to 
be done, see your Kirsch dealer about it. 

14. If side draperies are hung well back at the sides 

of the windows, is there any way to eliminate 
the useless expanse of rod in the center? 
Ans. Yes. Use Kirsch side arms, either swinging or 
stationary or swinging cranes. 

15. Can hold-backs and tie-backs be used with draw 

curtains? 

Ans. Yes. When curtains are to be drawn, simply 
detach from the hold-backs or tie-backs, and 
allow to fall over the projecting arms. 

16. What are the most popular materials for glass 

curtains? 

Ans. Marquisette; voile; dotted grenadine; silk, 
rayon, or cotton gauze; nets, figured and plain; 
casement cloth; and pongee. Glass curtains of 
delicate tints — gold, rose, green and ecru are 
favorites. 

17. Should glass curtains be weighted? Draperies? 
Ans. Glass curtains hang in more graceful folds 

with small weights in their bottom hems. Light 
weight draperies should be weighted. 

18. How should hooks be spaced on curtains and 

draperies? 

Ans. Usually three inches apart on light fabrics 
and four inches on heavv materials.

NO longer are bedroom windows satisfactory with 
curtains "handed down" from the living room. 
No indeed! Now they demand a charm all their own, 
not found in any other room of the house. On the 
other hand, bedroom windows that are most delight- 
ful are simply treated, but with fabrics that are 
dainty and fresh, and in colors that make the whole 
room interesting. 

This new and happy consideration for bedroom 
windows has arrived with the realization that bed- 
rooms are not mere places to sleep. Each one is a 
room that some member of the family can call his 
very own — the ideal place to write letters undis- 
turbed, to lounge, to read. Surely, it should be as 
beautiful as any other room — and made especially 
appealing to the one who uses it. Here is the place to 
flaunt favorite colors, to hang the pictures one 
cherishes most, to have furniture that is as com- 
fortable as it is lovely in design. 

Doesn't the bedroom on the opposite page convey 
utter restfulness with its exquisite beauty? Colors 
were chosen for their quietness and charm, back- 
grounds were made plain to set off furniture of ornate 
beauty. 

The window treatment in the illustration does far 
more for this delightful bedroom than one might 
imagine at first glance. Its sheer pale green glass 
curtains soften the light that enters a large south 
window (though they may be drawn back if more 
light is desired) and cast a shadowy quietness over the 
room. They are hung from an invisible rod. The 
draperies, being that flower-like shade of orchid that 
just belongs to the bedroom, offer a welcome contrast

that is made perfect by the narrow gold edging that 
finishes their bottoms and inside borders. Hung 
straight from a wood pole in walnut and gold finish 
that ties this window treatment to the rest of the 
room, they display true artistry. 

Though this is only one of many ways in which 
this window may be treated to give the whole room 
unusual charm, its effective simplicity should be 
remembered when you drape bedroom windows of 
your own. Such curtains and such draperies can 
easily be made at home, or your decorator will be 
glad to follow this illustration in fashioning them 
for you.

Kitchen breakfasts and kitchen duties are made delight- 
ful when casement windows admit lots of morning sun- 
shine and air. Theatrical gauze curtains of canary 
yellow are hung to draw from Cut-to- Measure set 
No. K-9027, draperies of blue and white gingham 
from the invisible side arms of the set. 

HAVE casement windows seemed to offer a serious 
draping problem? Truly, there are scores of 
ways to make them artistic and pleasing, for here, 
perhaps, more than at any other style of window, 
simplicity should rule. 

It was formerly thought that on inswinging case- 
ments, glass curtains must be attached to the sashes 
— usually shirred top and bottom. How unsatis- 
factory these usually were! Difficult to adjust, they 
shut out light and view whenever windows were 
closed. Their one advantage was that they did not 
interfere with the opening and closing of the windows. 
But now that same end can be attained without the 
disadvantages of the shirred style. Draw curtains 
attached to the casing or the recess are drawn out of 
the way when windows are opened, and offer any 
amount of light and view desired when closed. And 
how handy this arrangement is when curtains are to 
be taken down for laundering. Hardware is left in 
place and curtains are unhooked in a jiffy — and put 
up again quite as readily. 

With outswinging casements, glass curtains are 
always attached to the casing or recess so that they 
remain inside when windows are opened. If they are 
hung with draw cord equipment, they will not be 
carried outside with the wind, nor will they be con- 
stantly worn by beating against inside screens. Tied 
back curtains are used satisfactorily with out- 
swinging casements. 

Casement windows in the kitchen can be treated 
much like those in other rooms, except that lighter 
weight materials should be used. Ginghams, linens, 
or cretonnes are especially desirable. For glass cur- 
tains, theatrical gauze, scrim, marquisette, and voile 
may be used. In this room it is quite proper to have 



draperies alone or glass curtains alone. Gay colors — 
yellows, greens, oranges, blues — will be delightful, 
especially if you have painted furniture and the new 
colored cooking utensils. In no event, however, should 
curtains or draperies reach below the window apron. 

If you have a coy little breakfast room with gayly 
painted furniture, reflect it with happy colors in the 
cretonne draperies that grace the cas'ement windows. 
If this room is large enough to warrant such decora- 
tion, you will like them hanging from wood poles at- 
tached above the windows. Simply tied back, these 
draperies will not interfere with the opening of the 
windows and will invite the morning sunshine to 
make breakfast the happiest meal of the day. 

The dining room should be more formal. The glass 
curtains are preferably hung straight; with draw 
cord equipment, they are perfectly convenient and 
easily adjustable. Draperies of rich damask or a heavy 
silk, that will fall in deep folds, should hang straight 
from an Atavio, Wood Pole or Wrought Iron set. 

The giving T^oom 

The most important room in the house, the living 
room, depends to an amazing degree upon its window 
treatment for its very beauty and livability. If its 
windows are casement style, there are several 
friendly and tasteful ways in which you can drape 
them. It is wise to choose straight glass curtains in a 
soft ecru shade; for draperies, a damask, brocatelle, 
or heavy silk, — even a cretonne, blocked linen, or 
mohair, if a decidedly informal room is your goal. 
Unless windows are extremely high, draperies should 
hang to the floor. Atavio or Wood Pole sets, fur-

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nished with draw cord equipment make this window 
draping simple yet effective in its artistic decoration. 
Another clever way to |hang living room draperies 
st casement windows is from swinging decorative 
cranes or side arms. If windows open in, the drape- 
ries are easily swung entirely out of the way. (They 
make window washing convenient too.) 

In the sunroom, the grown-ups' playroom, forget 
your reserve; — be carefree and gay! Choose for the 
casement windows here a cretonne that is a riot of 
color and design. Glass curtains may be omitted or 
they may be of some delightful hue that will filter 
the light entrancingly. Bright Wood Poles, that 
offer a bit of contrast in a stimulating color, should be 
fitted with draw cords in order that all the sun may 
come in when desired, or shut out when the day is 

too warm. r rJ ^ j 

Ine Bedroom 

Dainty draperies for the bedroom adapt them- 
selves beautifully to casement windows. White 
draw curtains with flowery ruffled draperies would 
make these windows appealing in their beauty. Soft 
silks, flowered voiles, sprightly figured chintzes create 
pleasing effects here. Wood Poles decorated in soft 
boudoir shades, or Atavio sets to blend with draperies 
would complete a charming ensemble. 

Recessed windows should have glass curtains re- 
cessed also, fitting as closely as possible to the window. 
Kirsch makes a special track, fitted with slides and 
draw cords, that allows curtains to hang within the 
recess, fitting snugly on all sides without interfering 
with inside screens. With this treatment, hang 
draperies outside the recess from decorative rods or 
poles attached just above the opening. 

If several casement windows are arranged along 
the same wall in a series, it is usually advisable to 
provide each with glass curtains, but to treat the

group as a whole in regard to draperies. Thus one 
decorative rod or pole may reach across the entire 
width of the series, with draperies at each end. 

With the recent improvement in window hardware 
— up-to-date rods and poles, invisible draw cord 
equipment, hold-backs and tie-backs, side cranes 
and arms, casement windows may be draped in all 
the newest effects that fashion decrees, withcut 
interfering with the windows themselves.

CRETONNE for the kitchen windows brings with 
it a note of cheer.

The 
kitchen is one of the few places in the house where 
glass curtains may be omitted with good taste. ^ The 
Atavio Set at the window in the right illustration is 
pictured in color on page 26.

WINDOWS in the home have four purposes to 
serve. They must admit light and ventilation, 
furnish decoration, and present the outside view to 
those within. Much of their success depends upon 
the drapery treatment. Draw curtains, having 
reached a new peak of easy operation, serve all four 
needs with precision. 

In bedrooms and bathrooms especially, it is wise to 
have two tiers of draw curtains, — one set for the 
upper half and one set for the lower half of the 
window. Thus light and ventilation may be con- 
trolled by the upper tier, and privacy secured with 
the lower. 

It is becoming increasingly popular to have the 
hardware for glass curtains, and draperies provided 
with draw cord equipment. With such an arrange- 
ment, the glass curtains will control light and ven- 
tilation, and the draperies will provide seclusion. 
If the latter are sufficiently heavy, they will com- 
pletely darken the room, for Kirsch Perfected Draw- 
Cord Equipment allows draperies to overlap gen- 
erously at the center. 

Where is it practical to use draw curtains? In 
every room in the house. Draw curtains have solved 
the draping problem for casement windows. Re- 
gardless of how wide a window (or series of windows) 
may be, KirschKraft hardware with draw cord 
equipment can be used, for Kirsch rod supports 
strengthen the rods without interfering with the 
easy operation of the draw cords. 



Draw cord equipment has been so greatly im- 
proved the last few years, that unless you have seen 
the new Kirsch out-of-sight equipment, you have no 
idea of this new efficiency. It operates draw curtains 
smoothly whether they are light or heavy; the 
equipment is invisible; and since the curtains are 
attached to slides that operate in the groove of the 
rod, the finish of the rod is protected. With 
Kirsch Perfected Draw Cord Equipment, draperies 
are detachable; hardware need not be removed when 
curtains are put up or taken down. Special slides 
make it possible for curtains actually to overlap 
at the center of the window. 

Imagine the convenience, — just a simple pull of the 
cord — and draperies close; another gentle pull and 
they open, always evenly and at just the distance 
from the casing desired. Have you ever heard of 
anyone who has used Kirsch Perfected Draw Cord 
Equipment going back to old methods? No indeed, 
for it is superior in every respect. 

This equipment is available for use with any 
Kirsch flat rod other than extension rods. Even 
with Atavio sets, the ornaments will not interfere 
with its operation. It is also perfectly adapted to 
Kirsch Wood Poles. When you order your new 
Kirsch window hardware, tell your dealer you would 
like it traversed ready for hanging draw curtains.

Those who are inclined to think that Kirsch Per- 
fected Draw Cord Equipment is an extra expense 
should consider that once this equipment is installed, 
it is almost everlasting and the money paid for it rep- 
resents an investment.

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How to zMake "Box and Pinch Pleats 




FOR draperies and valances of real distinction, to 
be hung with convenient Off-N-On hooks or other 
Kirsch hooks from any Kirsch rod, pleated effects 
are advisable. Make them as follows: 

After valances or draperies are lined, if lining is 
desired, the finished length determined, and the 
bottoms hemmed, place hems at the tops at the 

depth of the heading 
desired. (If the rod is 
to be covered, the 
heading should be from 
three to four inches 
deep; but with Atavio 
or Wood Pole sets, 
where decorative rings 
are used, headings do 
not cover the rod or 
pole and should be 
only an inch and a 
half deep.) Baste 
length-wise of the dra- 
pery or through the 
depth of the valance, 
on the right side, 
three-inch tucks with 
a distance of six to 
eight inches between. 
Flatten and press into 
box pleats. Sew but- 
ton-hole tape for OfT- 
N-On hooks, or other 
heading hooks, at the 
top hem in the 
center of each pleat. 
Remove bastings, attach hooks, and hang. 

If pinch pleats are desired, the first steps are the 
same. After pressing the tucks into box pleats, 
gather each with a running stitch at the top hem, as 
shown below. Sew on tape for hooks at the back of 
each pleat at the top hem. (Pinch pleated valances 
are usually scalloped. If scallops are desired, round 
the material between the tucks). Remove the 
bastings, slip Off-N-On Hooks into the tape and 
hang. (See page 17). Regular heading hooks can also 
be used. Pinch pleated valances are often finished 
with twisted bullion fringe. 



The illustration above shows how 
the tuck is basted in. Next it is 
pressed into a box pleat. (See 
below.)

Cretonne lends itself delightfully to the dining 
room, bringing with it a rather informal atmosphere 
that the family sometimes welcomes.

(general Washing Directions 

HAVING curtains and draperies cleaned fre- 
quently not only is expensive but is wearing on 
the fabrics. Most curtains and many drapery 
fabrics can be laundered safely at home. 

Before laundering, shake curtains or draperies to 
remove dust, and soak in cold water for one or two 
hours to loosen starch in the materials. Rinse in 
warm water. 

Into a gallon of boiling water, pour two table- 
spoonfuls of white, pure soap flakes. Add about two 
gallons of cold water and beat up a thick suds. 
Add one teaspoonful of ammonia for each gallon of 
water used. Ammonia helps the soap to remove 
any grease which may be present. When washing 
medium or heavy weight fabrics which are badly 
soiled, a teaspoonful of sal soda crystals may be used 
instead of the ammonia. 

Printed or colored materials should be washed in 
luke-warm suds, using a mild soap. Fabrics of this 
sort should never be allowed to soak or remain 
bunched together while wet as the colors are likely 
to run into one another. (The fastness of colors can 
be determined only by testing a piece of the material.) 

Curtains may be soaked, but in the case of cre- 
tonnes and silks, it is better to put the articles 
through a second washing if the dirt proves stubborn. 

In washing, plunge the article into the suds and 
gently swirl it around, squeezing the suds through it. 

Squeeze the suds out without wringing; put 
through several lukewarm rinsings; then wrap in a 
towel and squeeze as dry as possible without twisting. 

All soap must be thoroughly rinsed from the well 
cleansed materials before putting them into a weak 
starch water. (Curtains that are starched will not 
become so imbedded with dirt.) When the goods are 
thoroughly permeated with the starch, remove and 
squeeze evenly between the hands before hanging 
on a line or placing on a frame to dry. Hang smooth- 
ly to prevent wrinkles and streaks. 

Iron with a medium hot iron. Silks should be 
ironed in one direction only, to prevent "bubbling." 

Laundering Cretonnes: 

Plan to wash each article of chintz or cretonne 
separately, for while most of them are fairly color- 
fast, it is not wise to take a chance. 

Make a soap solution similar to that above. Use a 
sousing motion, as rubbing tends to spread the color. 
Rinse thoroughly in lukewarm water. Put through 
the wringer as straight as possible, and shake out. 

Stiffen with a weak starch or gum arabic solution. 
Because starch may leave a white look on cretonnes 
with black or dark backgrounds, gum arabic solution 
is better for them. (Make this by dissolving two 
teaspoonfuls of gum arabic in one quart of hot water 
and allow to cool until lukewarm.) Dip thecretcnne 



into the solution and wring out as well as possible. 
Pat between the hands to work the remaining gum 
arabic into the fabric. 

The important thing in drying cretonnes is to 
prevent colors from running. This is done by rolling 
the cretonne like a jelly roll, with, a piece of soft 
cotton cloth for the "jelly", the whole, thing being so 
rolled that at no point do two layers of cretonne 
touch. When partly dry, the danger of colors running 
is past, when the cretonne may be unrolled and dried 
in the open air. It should be ironed on the wrong 
side before completely dry. Care should be taken to 
use an iron that is not too hot. 

Instructions for T)yeing 

Before being dyed, curtains and drapery fabrics 
must be thoroughly cleansed as the presence of all 
forms of dirt, especially grease, tends to prevent the 
absorption of the dye and causes uneven results. 

If curtains or draperies are unevenly faded, it will 
be necessary to remove most of the old coloring. If 
the material contains silk or wool, boil it in water 
containing two tablespoonfuls of ammonia per gal- 
lon, but if the material is cotton, linen or rayon, or a 
mixture of any of these, two tablespoonfuls of sal 
soda per gallon of water will be more effective in 
removing old color. 

In dyeing drapery materials, it is not necessary to 
boil them in the dye unless they are to be washed or 
exposed to the sun. Make a solution of hot water 
and of one or several dyes mixed together to get the 
shade desired. After testing the color with a bit of 
the material, or something similar, — silk for silk, 
cotton for cotton, wool for wool, proceed with the 
dyeing. The more often the article is dipped, the 
more dye it takes up and the darker it will be. 

Do not allow materials to lie in the dye solution or 
they will be streaked and spotted decause the dye 
settles in the bottom of the tub. The vessel used 
must be sufficiently large to allow easy working of the 
materials. Keep them moving and do not wring 
them out. (Owing to their delicate structure, cur- 
tains must be handled very gently to avoid punching 
holes in their web-like weave.) Press out as much of 
the liquid as possible. 

If curtains or drapery fabrics are to be starched, 
add a little of the strong dye solution to the starch 
water, because white starch may give them a grayish 
appearance. The starch for light tints requires no 
such treatment. 

Dyed materials should be hung in the shade to dry. 

Opaque glass curtains such as pongee, fine nets, 
scrims, and voile, or small figured casement nets, 
wear well. When they become faded, a dip into 
strong tea or coffee or a good dye solution will 
restore them to new freshness.

New 8ffects at Settle Cost 

IF you are a modern housewife, anxious to keep 
your home dressed in the height of fashion, yet 
believing in the practice of economy as well, you will 
be glad to know that you can use your present 
draperies with Wood Poles, Atavio or Wrought Iron 
sets and thus create a distinctive, new effect at your 
windows. Very little work is required to make this 
important alteration, yet your draperies will take on a 
fashionable air that will delight you. 

First, have your draperies cleaned, or launder them 
yourself; dye them if they are a plain color and seem a 
bit faded. (See page 16.) Determine whether Wood 
Poles, Atavio work, or Wrought Iron is most to your 
liking. Select these, in the finish that will best suit 
your draperies and the decoration of the rest of the 
room. (Read about color harmony on page 2.) Put 
the new rods or poles up at your windows. 

Determine the finished length of your draperies 
by measuring the distance from the bottom of the 
draperies (either from within an inch of the floor or 
from the bottom of the window apron) to the lower 
edge of the new rings. Now measure this distance on 
your draperies, measuring from the bottom up. 
Mark with pins. Rip the old casing and hem from 
the top. Turn down where pinned and make a new 
hem one and a half inches deep. Put in pleats as 
wide as draperies will allow at intervals of about six 
inches. (Plain pleats, box pleats, or pinch pleats may 
be employed. See page 13.) Into the backs of the 
pleats attach the new hooks, and hook them into the 
rew rings or slides. 

Fven greater charm may be added to draperies 
' that have grown monotonous if hold-backs or tie- 
backs, finished to match the Wood Poles, Atavio, 
or Wrought Iron sets, are employed.

All the 
labor they require is the simple sewing on of 
short lengths of button-hole tape at the back 
of the pleats. Into this the hooks are in- 
serted. (See illustration above.) These hoc k 
into the eyes of the rings or slides that come 
with the new rods or poles. Now you can 
put up or take down your draperies without 
removing the rod or pole from the brackets. 
Moreover, there will be no ripping off or 
sewing on again of hooks whenever draperies 
are laundered. How much more satisfactory 
than the old fashioned way of hanging 
draperies! 



Enjoy Draw Cord Equipment 

While you are installing these new rods and poles, 
wouldn't it be a splendid idea to furnish them with 
Perfected Draw Cord Equipment! This will require 
only a slightly larger expenditure and you will enjoy 
its convenience, not only with these draperies that 
you are making over, but with the new draperies 
that will replace them in years to come. Use "Off-N- 
On" Hooks in the same manner as described above, 
hooking them into the eyes of the rings and master 
rings or slides. 

In case you employ draw cord equipment, you may 
think you cannot use hold-backs or tie-backs. How 
ever, it is quite possible. Simply detach the draperies 
at the sides when they are to be drawn and allow them 
to fall over the projecting arms. You will find draw 
cord equipment more fully described on page 12.

In a room done in the exotic manner and vivid hues 
that the popular Spanish style decrees, windows must 
possess more than ordinary glamor. The one above has 
rich brocade draperies hanging from distinctive 
wrought iron hardware, in perfect keeping with this 
mode.

WITH the new creations in drapery fabrics that 
follow the various popular period styles, and the 
new distinctive window hardware that carries out 
similar feeling, windows should be an important 
part of every decorative scheme. 

The windows of your Spanish room must be as rich 
as the heavily carved tables and chairs, as glamorous 
as the luxurious upholsterings, as interesting as your 
"vargueno" desk, as colorful as smart tiled floors. 
Hang lengths of pomegranite-red damask from 
wrought iron or "Spanish"-finished Atavio sets; 
allow its graceful folds to reach to the floor. 

Colonial windows must be quaint to carry out the 
spirit of the gateleg tables, Windsor chairs, secre- 
taries, four-posters, hooked rugs, and wide, open 
fireplaces. There are charming toiles in ship designs, 
historic scenes, and picturesque floral patterns; there 
are dainty chintzes that ruffle into delightful 
draperies reminiscent of billowy hoop skirts.^ For 
them use delicately tinted wood poles, or Atavio sets 
in special "Colonial" finish. 

French Provincial is a style that is growing in 
popularity. There is a simple grace about the squat 
chairs, rugged tables, and roomy cupboards that 
suits American practicality. The drapery fabrics of 
this period are developed in bright, cheerful checks, 
or paisley patterns. Hang them from wood poles, 
cut-to-measure, or invisible extension rods. 




Normandy checks for draperies in the French Pro- 
vincial breakfast room are suspended simply and suit- 
ably from a brightly finished W ood Pole, and held back 
with wood hold-backs that match. Set No. K-6012. Plain 
glass curtains of theatrical gauze might be colored 
or in an ecru shade. Hold-backs are No. K-6601. 
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In the Georgian dining room above, where furni- 
ture follows Hepplewhite's graceful style, rich damask 
draperies in a classical urn and flower design are hung 
most appropriately from Atavio Work of equal grace 
and refinement.

Choose Atavio sets to hold such draperies. For Amer- 
ican Empire period rooms, the "dressed up" Colonial 
style, draperies have similar feeling to those of the 
Georgian period.

India became the vogue. They are still available 
worked in bright wools on heavy linens. There are 
cretonnes that closely follow these bold designs.

THE first rule to remember in hanging draperies is that they 
should always be hung so that they can be taken down 
without disturbing the rods. For many years most draperies 
and curtains have been shirred on the rods, (See Figure A), 
but the increased use of pleats and the extra work in taking 
down the drapery hardware have gradually brought in the 
detachable method which is shown in Figure B. 

But even though draperies 
were hung with hooks, at 
house cleaning time the hooks 
had to be cut off before the 
draperies or curtains could be 
sent to the laundry or 
cleaners. Then the hooks had 
to be re-sewed, a laborious 
job twice a year. 

Kirsch has solved this prob- 
lem. Now modern draperies 
are hung to detach from 
the rods, and hooks are made to detach from the draperies. 
See page 17.

Figure E shows the same draping effect as in Figure B 
but using KirschKraft cut- 
to-measure rods with slides 
and with invisible draw cords.

Figure F shows draperies hung with plain Off-N-On hooks 
inserted in invisible slides in KirschKraft cut-to-measure rod.

Drawcords mayor may not be 
used, depending on the result 
desired.

Figure B shows the use of 
KirschKraft French Heading 
OfT-N-On hook inserted in a 
wire ring on a Kirsch exten- 
sion rod.

Figure G shows draperies hung 
on a wood pole where the dra- 
peries are to be drawn with 
cords or by hand.

Where 
draperies are not to draw, 
the pole is made without the 
metal track in the top and the 
draperies are hung just the 
same. Hooks are detachable.

Figure D shows the use of the 
plain Off-N-On hooks with 
the point bent out to fit over 
the Kirsch extension rod. 
This method makes the dra- 
peries detachable but should 
only be used with French 
headings. This same method 
may be used on cut-to-meas- 
ure rods if desired. 



Figure C shows the use of the 
plain Off-N-On hook inserted 
in a flat ring. Draperies are 
detachable. No heading is 
used. This method of hanging 
is proper where Atavio orna- 
ments are used to make the 
extension rod decorative. See 
page 26. 




Figure H shows how draperies are made when they are 
to be hung on ornamental hardware, whether Atavio or 
Wrought Iron. Here again both the hooks and draperies 

are detachable without dis- 
turbing the drapery hard- 
ware. Rings and rod should 
show above the draperies as 
this is an ornamental effect, 
even though no center orna- 
ment is used. Draw curtains 
may be hung on this type of 
hardware by using special 
rings that do not touch the 
rod.

Figure I illustrates the old 
way of stitching rings to the 
curtains so that rods had to 
be taken down every time the 
draperies were cleaned, and 
the rings had to be re-sewn.

WHEN decorative hardware is not used, the mode 
calls for rods that are invisible. Brass finishes 
found in old style extension rods have no place in 
modern decoration. To meet this new style, Kirsch 
finishes extension rods in Old Ivory or in Statuary 
Bronze, a dark metallic finish. When woodwork 
around the window is light use Old Ivory, when it 
is natural wood finish use Statuary Bronze. Thus the 
expanse of rod which would prove unsightly between 
the draperies if the old brass finish were used, now 
blends in with the woodwork to such an extent that 
it is practically invisible. With the passing ^ of 
valances and lambrequins in almost every decorating 
scheme, these new rods are a necessity to neatly 
finished windows. Even when decorative rods or 
wood poles are used for the draperies, the rod under- 
neath, holding glass curtains which are not always 
kept tightly closed, should be of one of these invisible 
finishes if a pleasing effect is to be gained. Cut-to- 
Measure rods are also available in these same 
attractive finishes. 




When glass curtains and draperies are to be hung 
without a valance from invisible hardware, choose 
rod No. K-4824 shown above. With it there will be 
no unnecessary expanse of rod between draperies. 

Perhaps you are wondering if these new finishes 
are durable. When you know that Kirsch Rods are 
finished as painstakingly as the finest automobile, 
you will realize that years of constant use can do them 
no harm. Three coats are sprayed on, the final one 
being of durable transparent lacquer. Through long 
years of service, they will remain like new, resisting 
rust even in salt air. 

Kirsch Extension Rods have long been known for 
their amazing strength and rigidity. After being put 
up and taken down countless times, and through 
years and years of use, they do not twist, bend, nor 
sag. Their flat shape, their doubled in edges, their 
stippled finish — all have their influence in maintain- 
ing this perfect rigidity. 




The triple Extension Rod shown above, No. K-431 
will accommodate glass curtains, draperies and 

valance, with all rods put up on a single bracket. 



A great deal of the efficiency of Kirsch Extension 
Rods may be attributed to their one-piece Snug-fit 
brackets. With them, there are no hooks, lugs, or 
pins to break off or lose. They can be put up on 
wood, plaster or steel. As soon as they are installed, 
the rod easily slips into place with but a simple tilt. 
No pushing, tugging or pulling into place. ^ One 
person can put up a Kirsch Rod on a wide window 
without help. 




The single Extension Rod, No. K-4123, shown 
above, should be used where either glass curtains or 
draperies are used alone. 



Though Kirsch Flat Extension Rods are the most 
satisfactory to use with shirred curtains, the fact that 
this style is fast passing makes the use of hooks with 
these rods more popular. With all styles of curtains 
and draperies, hardware may be left in place, for 
hooks slip over the rod or into special rings used with 
Extension Rods. With "Off-N-On" Hooks, there will 
be no ripping off nor sewing on of hooks when cur- 
tains and draperies are taken down for laundering. 
They slip in and out the tops of the curtains as 
readily as they do from the rod. 

Kirsch Extension Rods are made for all sorts of 
windows and all styles of draping. Besides the ones 
shown on this page there are styles for windows with 
sash curtains, for French doors, and bay windows. 




The double Extension Rod, No. K-4223, shown 
above, is for use with glass curtains and valance, 
or glass curtains and draperies. 



If you would have the best, insist upon Kirsch 
Extension rods.

OFTEN bedrooms are small and offer little op- 
portunity for decoration. But there is always 
one way of making them dainty and charming. It is 
through their window treatments. Lovely draperies 
and curtains in delicate colors and designs give the 
whole room an air of daintiness that makes it restful 
and appealing. Simple treatments are most effective. 
If the fabrics you choose are hung from fashionable 
Atavio or Wood Pole sets in delicate boudoir tints, 
you may be certain that windows are doing their 
share to make this room attractive. 

The same window as the one on the opposite 
page is shown at the immediate left draped 
in quite a different fashion. Soft silk draperies 
reach to the bottom of the window apron, the 
sheerest of voile glass curtains cross in French 
fashion, and are tied back gracefully. Ruffles on 
these curtains and on the draperies on the opposite 
page are more suitable to bedroom windows than to 
those of any other room. Both of these window 
treatments are pleasing in small rooms. 




// the room on the opposite page were large enough to 
warrant a heavier window decoration, the Wood Pole 
set at the right would be harmonious.

The ones at the 
right are of casement cloth in a light ecru, bordered 
with a wide band of soft green, also used for tie- 
backs. All the hardware required for this arrange- 
ment is a Kirsch Single Extension Rod in Old Ivory 
finish.

LIVING room windows require careful planning. 
^ Every member of the family must be pleased 
with the colors that are chosen, light and air must be 
admitted to make it a healthful and cheerful place, 
and beauty and distinction must be there to impress 
visitors with your hospitality and charm as a hostess. 

This is the room where rich glowing colors are 
welcome. Either plain or figured materials are 
suitable. And, of course, these draperies must be 
hung in the very latest fashion. A striking example 
is the window on the opposite page. Glass curtains 
are hung to be drawn. (This successfully solves the 
light and air problem mentioned above especially 
well because they are hung in double tiers.) The red 
of the draperies is soft and rich. (Care must be taken 
in choosing red draperies. Too vivid a shade proves 
harsh and irritating.) What flowing grace they have, 
hanging from the decorative Atavio set and artfully 
caught back with hold-backs to match! 

The success of window treatments depends to a 
surprising degree upon the right kind of hardware. 
The one shown, here would become dull and unin- 
teresting if rods of nondescript character were used. 
Curtains would lose their convenience and usefulness 
without their Kirsch Perfected Draw Cord Equip- 
ment. 



We can imagine that the room opposite has a 
northern exposure whose natural darkness is dis- 
pelled by the presence of much warm color. Hues 
are in wide enough variety to prevent monotony, 
yet not so many as to prove noisy and disturbing. 
The Atavio set, itself, might have been the inspira- 
tion for the entire room, for the colors it bears are 
the ones that are repeated in other parts of the room 
to create a striking color scheme. 

For draperies rich in color and fabric, such as those 
at the right, a new group of Wood Pole sets has been 
designed. The name "Empire" by which these new 
poles are known, may well suggest to your mind an 
aristocratic appearance, faultless finish, and a 
delicate artistry of design. 

The poles are paneled, round, or octagonal ; ends are 
of tapered, bulbous, or square outline, bearing intri- 
cate little designs, distinctive of this group. Finished 
in a durable, embossed, pebbled effect, these poles 
are soft-hued in antique shades of copper, old 
gold, silver, iron, — joined with subtle shadings 
of red, green, black, orchid. The fastidious- 
ness with which these poles are executed makes each 
one a work of art that will enhance whatever room 
it graces — living room, dining room, library, or 
bedroom. 




In the illustration above, you can get a 
partial idea of the beauty and refinement 
of the new Empire Octagon Wood Pole 
Sets. Delicate tracery and design are 
made unusually lovely with the soft colors 
above.

A richer and more stately way of decorat- 
ing your windows would be difficult to 
find than with luxurious draperies hang- 
ing from the Empire P an eled Wood Pole 
set above.

IF you are going to buy plain Cut-to-Measure rods, 
determine where brackets are to be attached to 
your windows. Ordinarily, you will fasten them to 
the outside of the casing. In that case, measure the 
distance "G" (between the extreme outside edges of 
the brackets). See Figure (A). 

Determine the distance desired for rods to pro- 
ject from the casing. Be sure that this distance is 
enough so that curtains and draperies will not 
interfere with the window shades if they are used. 



CTIONS 

For Cut-to-Measure rods fastened inside the 
casing, measure distance "G" (between the casings) 
as shown in Figure (B). There is no projection with 
such rods. 

If rods are to be traversed for draw curtains, deter- 
mine whether cords will be more convenient drawing 
from the right or left side. When windows are over 
seven feet high, measurement from the rod to the 
floor should be given in order that sufficient traverse 
cord will be furnished. 




INSTRUCTIONS

Whether you choose Wood Poles, Atavio, or 



Wrought Iron sets, the measurements required are 
the same. The distance "G" (between the extreme 
outside edges of the brackets) is most important. 
Unless otherwise desired, the distance of each end of 
the rod or pole beyond the brackets is one and a half 
inches. The bracket projections vary from \ x /lX.o ^/l 
inches in the various sets. Determine the projection 
you desire before purchasing your hardware. (If shades 
are used, take space they require into consideration.) 



If Atavio or Wood Pole sets are to be traversed 
with Perfected Draw Cord Equipment, determine 
whether cords will be more convenient to be drawn 
from the right or the left side. In the case of Wood 
Poles, draw cords may be either inside or outside 
the bracket or may straddle the bracket, one cord 
coming from each side. On all traversed sets where 
windows are over seven feet high, the measurement 
from the rod to the floor must be given in order that 
sufficient traverse cord will be furnished. 
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
